Kiwanis Club 


“Oriental Penetration into Canada” 
was the interesting subject dealt with 
at the weekly luncheon of the Ki- 
wanis Club Tuesday evening, the 
speaker being Mr. George 8. Houg- 
ham, secretary of the Dominion Re- 
tail Merchants’ association. Mr, 
Hougham had resided at Vancouver 
for a number of years, and had made 
a special study of the question. He 
did not want to say anything which 
would stir up racial prejudices, as he 
was of the opinion that the question 
of orientals locating and. colonizing 
at the coast would deyclop into a 


Jvery serious trouble in a few years, 


The nations getting a foothold at the 
coast were the Japanese, the Chinese 
and the Hindus, but the.speaker con- 
fined his remarks to the Japanese. 

The penetration of the Japanese at 
the coast was going to develop into 
a serious national problem, as the 
matter could not be handled by the 
B.C. government alone. In Japan the 
population is approximately 60,000,000 
and is increasing at the rate of 800,- 
000 a year, all hemmed in a_ very 
smali space on the world's surface, 
and it behcoves the Japanese govern- 
ment to find a location for the sur- 
plus of the population, just the same 
as the government of Great Britain 
must find an outlet for her surplus 
people. 

Is Canada a suitable place for them 
to come? The test is whether they 
are capable of becoming true Cana- 
dian citizens, On the bas!s of compet- 
ition, they are out-manoeuvering the 
Canadian, but that is not the real 
test of citizenship. They may be- 
come militaristic, because for the past; 
ten years the statesmer, of Japan 
have become militaristic, and imper- 
ialistic, and sometimes even jingo-| 
istic in expression, And the Japan- 
ese children are taught intense na- 
tionalism, and that their first and 
last duty is to their mother country.

WATERS OF LAKE 
DISAPPEAR IN A 
FEW DAYS? Tiki 


Ely, Minn., May 18.—Minnesota to- 
night lost one of its famous ten thon- 


sand lakes as a result of the disap- 
pearance of Bass Lake, a body of 


appearing since last Thursday. The 
‘lake was located three miles north- 
west of here, 

All that remains of the lake, which 
was popular among fishermen and 
well stocked with bass, pickerel and 
pike, is a huge diteh. 

Adolph Dolinsk, who with a crew of 
six men, is cutting portages between 
the several lakes in the vicinity of 
‘Bass Lake, brought the news here 
of the disappearance, accompanying 
his tale with pictures. 

The water of the lake has escaped 
into Low Lake, which adjoined Bass 
Lake, and thence into international 
waters, The water made its escape 
over an old sluice bed cut out years 
ago by lumber companies, according 
to the theory advanced by foresters. 

Dolinsk and his crew declare that 
last Thursday night they were awak- 


ider rumblings. In the morning they 
found that Bass Lake had partially 
disappeared, apparently having run 
over the old sluice bed into Low Lake.

RURAL CENTRES TO BE 
‘LINKED UP IN ALARGE 
COLONIZATION EFFORT 


No time is beng Iost py the Cen- 
tral and Northern Alberta Land set- 
tlement association in its efforts to- 
ward the encouragement of agricul- 
tural settlement and the promotion of 
immigration into this section of the 
Dominion. Plans of organization are 
being perfected, aud a network of in- 
terested committecs being set up in 
rural centres throtghout the northern 


half of the province with a view to, 


large scale colonization efforts, 

In furtherance of this work a meet: 
ing of the executive committee of the 
association was held in the banquet 
room of the Macdonald on Thursday 
night, when firm foundations were 
laid for fruitful activities of the fu- 
ture. 

Business of the adjourned meeting 
of a week ago was resumed, and A, 
Whyte, director of organization un- 
der the association's scheme, outlined 
a plan for the subdivision of the 
district and the coordination of what- 
ever colonization work is being at- 
tempted. 

What is proposed is that local com- 
inittees be formed in important rural 
centres throughout central and north- 
ern Alberta, and in the city of Edmon- 
ton itself, for the purpose of wel- 
coming new settlers and seeing to 
their location and welfare. A cap- 
able man, with a full knowledge of 
conditions in the surrounding country, 
is to be appointed in each of twenty: 
five villages and towns, he is to be 
responsible for the formation of a 
committee and the general promotion 
of colonization and land settlement 
in his particular district. 

Nach of the following towns, under 
Mr, Whyte’s plan, which was approv- 
ed by the committee, will be a centre 
of activity along this line: Edmonton, 
Westlock, Athabasca, Morinville, On- 
oway, Greencourt, Wabamun, Edson, 
Wetaskiwin, Red Deer, Lacombe, 
Rimbey, Hardisty, Holden, Vegreville, 
Wainwright, Vermilion, Lloydminster 
Waskatenau, St. Paul, Lac la Biche, 
Camrose, Stettler, Peace River, Ber- 
wyn and Grande Prairie. 

The next step will be to get in 
touch with some man capable of 
handling the work in each of the 
above centres, and secure his co- 
operation in the development through- 
out the northern section of the pro- 
vince of a worth-while organization 
in the interests of colonization. 

So far as Edmonton is concerned, 
it is proposed to organize a commit: 
tec representative of the Rotary, 
Kiwanis and Gyro clubs, the Local 
Council of Women, and other organ- 
izations, to work in conjunction with 
the executive of the land settlement 
board, 

Three divisions of the present exe- 
cutive committee will be organized, it 
was indicated: one to have charge of
